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1 . \ (Currently Amended) A method for providing access to displayed displavable 
data comprising the steps of: 

\receiving a request for the displavable data of a first process, the request received 
from a second process; 

generating, at the first process, a resolution to the request for the displavable data 
received from the second process; the resolution based on displavable image data for the 
first process and contained in a display memory; and 

transmitting the generated resolution for the displayed data based on the request 
from the first process to the second process. 

2. (Original) Tha method of claim 1, wherein the requested data is protected data 
and the received resolution comprises a modified version of the protected data. 

3. (Original) The methVd of claim 2, wherein the modified version of the data 
comprises data substituted forW least a portion of the protected data or data augmenting 
the protected data. \ 

4. (Original) The method of claim 3, wherein the data substituted for at least a 
portion of the protected data comprises\a pattern or a message indicating where the 
protected data would have been displayed 
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5. (Original) Trie method of claim 3, wherein the data augmenting the protected data 
comprises a copyright notice. 

6. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the requested data of 
another process is data that is not being displayed and the received resolution comprises 
the requested data of the other process . 

7. (Original) The methoa of claim 1, wherein the requested data does not exist and 
the received resolution comprises a generated version of the requested data. 

8. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the requesting step 
comprises the step of transmitting information relating to the request for displayable data 
to the first process and wherein the received resolution is based on the information 
relating to the request for the displayable data. 

9. (Original) The method of claim 8, wherein the information relating to the request 
for data identifies a process requesting the datV and the received resolution is based on 
the identified process. \ 

10. (Original) The method of claim 8, wherein tne information relating to the request 
for data indicates a use to be made of the data and the received resolution is based on the 
indicated use. \ 
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11. (Original) The method of ciaim 1, wherein the requested data comprises image 
data. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 1 1, wherein the received resolution comprises 
image data having a different color depth than the requested data. 

13. (Original) The method of claim 1 L wherein the received resolution comprises 
image data having a different pixel resolution than the requested data. 

14. (Original) The method of claim 11, wherein the received resolution comprises 
image data that is not the requested data. 

15. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein Uje requested data comprises an image 
of text displayed in a first font and the received resolution comprises an image of the text 
displayed in a second font. 



16. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the step of generating the 
resolution comprises the steps of: 

transmitting a request for additional information relating to the request for 
displayed data from the first process to the second process; 

receiving a response to the request for additional information from the second 
process; and 
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generating, at themrst process, a resolution to the request for data received from 
the second process based on the response to the request for additional information 
received from the second process. 

17. (Original) The methoa of claim 16, wherein the received response to the request 
for additional information comprises information identifying a process requesting the 
data. \ 

18. (Original) The method of claim 16, wherein the received response to the request 
for additional information comprises information indicating a use to be made of the data. 

19. (Original) The method of clairA 16, wherein the received response to the request 
for additional information comprises information relating to attributes of the data. 

20. (Currently Amended) A system for providing access to display e d displavable data 
comprising: \ 

means for receiving a request for the displavable data of a first process, the 
request received from a second process; \ 

means for generating, at the first process, a resolution to the request for data 
received from the second process; the resolution basea on displavable image data 
contained in a display memory; and \ 

means for transmitting the generated resolution for the displavable data based on 
the request from the first process to the second process. \ 
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21. (Original) The system of claim 20, wherein the requested data is protected data 
and the received resolution comprises a modified version of the protected data, 

22. (Original) The system of claim 21, wherein the modified version of the data 
comprises data substituted for at least\a portion of the protected data or data augmenting 
the protected data. 

23. (Original) The system of claim 2b, wherein the data substituted for at least a 
portion of the protected data comprises alpattern or a message indicating where the 
protected data would have been displayed! 

24. (Original) The system of claim 22, wherein the data augmenting the protected 
data comprises a copyright notice. 

25. (Original) The system of claim 20, wherein the requested data is data that is not 
being displayed and the received resolution comprises the requested data. 

26. (Original) The system of claim 20, whereinuhe requested data does not exist and 
the received resolution comprises a generated version of the requested data. 



27. (Original) The system of claim 20, wherein trie requesting means comprises the 
means for transmitting information relating to the request for data to the first process and 
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wherein the received resolution is based on the information relating to the request for 
data. \ 

28. (Original) The system pf claim 27, wherein the information relating to the request 
for data identifies a process requesting the data and the received resolution is based on 
the identified process. \ 

29. (Original) The system of ckim 27, wherein the information relating to the request 
for data indicates a use to be made of the data and the received resolution is based on the 
indicated use. \ 

30. (Original) The system of claim\20, wherein the requested data comprises image 
data. \ 

31. (Original) The system of claim 30,\wherein the received resolution comprises 
image data having a different color depth tnan the requested data. 

32. (Original) The system of claim 30, wherein the received resolution comprises 
image data having a different pixel resolution tnan the requested data. 

33. (Original) The system of claim 30, whereinuhe received resolution comprises 
image data that is not the requested data. \ 
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34. (Original) The system of fclaim 20, wherein the requested data comprises an 
image of text displayed in a first font and the received resolution comprises an image of 
the text displayed in a second font. \ 

35. (Original) The system of claiirl 20, wherein the means for generating the 
resolution comprises: I 

means for transmitting a requesttfor additional information relating to the request 
for data from the first process to the second process; 

means for receiving a response to the request for additional information from the 
second process; and \ 

means for generating, at the first process, a resolution to the request for data 
received from the second process based on the response to the request for additional 
information received from the second process. \ 

36. (Original) The system of claim 35, wherein the received response to the request 
for additional information comprises information identifying a process requesting the 
data. \ 

37. (Original) The system of claim 35, wherein the received response to the request 
for additional information comprises information indicating a use to be made of the data. 

38. (Original) The system of claim 35, wherein the received response to the request 
for additional information comprises information relating to attributes of the data.
